The other woman, Helen Davis, in- 
volved in the Gann woman’s affidavit, 
was arrested in the lobby of a down- 
town hotel on technical charges of 


. suspicion. 


Meanwhile Dailey was held in Ful- 
ton county jail without bond, await- 
ing action of the grand jury. 


The justices of the peace decided to | 


hold Dailey for grand jury action 
’ after hearing the Gann woman testify 
and after Harry Kosnofsky, under 
sentence of life imprisonment for his 
part in the slaying, had completely 
changed his previous versions of the 
alleging that he had driven 
Dailey to the house where Lee had 
lived on the day following the kill- 
ing, where Dailey “planted” two re- 
volvers which were later found by de- 
tectives.

About 
probable issues he was even less lo- 
quacious. 

However, this much is assured: 
Roosevelt may continue to “attend to 
the business of the govertior of New 
York” up until the day the conven- 
tion meets, probably in some city in 
the midwest, but his friends will or- 
ganize a committee—probably a 
small one—to dust off the democratic 
presidential bonnet and toss it into 
the national ring. And it will be 
made to fit the head of Warm 
Springs’ most distinguished resident. 

It is expected, the political gossip 
goes, that something of the same 
strategy employed in the pre-conven- 
tion campaign of Governor Alfred E. 
Smith in 1928 will be again used 
for his successor in 1932. There will 
be no campaign manager and, it is 
understood, only a small, compact 
committee confined to New York state 
friends of Roosevelt. 

Chairman Farley himself attrib- 
uted little significance to his Atlanta 
visit. He discussed with Governor 
Roosevelt only matters pertaining to 
New York “state affairs,” he said.

IN EXTORTION RING 


Sixty - Five Accused in 
Huge Conspiracy To Vio- 
late Prohibition Laws. 


HARRISBURG, Pa. Dec. 9.— 
(UP)—An alleged liquor ‘extortion 
ring, operating as an “anti-narcotic 
crusade,” which reached from the 
treasury department at Washington 
into public offices in Pennsylvania 
was disclosed today in two indict- 


ments returned by a federal grand 
jury here. 

The first indictment named 49 per- 
sons. It accused them of conspiracy 
to give and receive money for alleged 
protection in violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws and of conspiracy to violate 
the law itself. 

The second indictment accused 16 
persons, among them James T. Ford, 
alias Thomas J. O’Dowd, of Ohio. 

The indictments touched Washing- 
ton in naming John F. Downes, a 
“government employe,” as “promising” 
to provide and as “providing” station- 
ery, official letterheads and messages 
intended, according to the jury, to 
give the extortion scheme the sem- 
blance of authenticity. 

With Ford and Downes, leading 
operators of the alleged conspiracy 
were named, including: 

John J. Hefferon, member of the 
Pennsylvania house of representatives 
from Luzerne county. 

John Vance, chief of 
Chester, Pa. 

Abe Morgan, chief of police of Mt. 
Carmel, 

William T. Ramsey, former mayor 
of Chester. 

William W. Schultz, federal pro- 
hibition agent at Pittsburgh, Pa. 

David Gould, federal prohibition 
agent in Virginia and a former depu- 
ty United States marshal. 

Clarence 0. Stout, a department of 
justice agent who reportedly assisted 
in the Al Capone investigation, di- 
rected the work which led to the in- 
dictments.

Formal approval of the League of 
Nations’ Manchurian peace program 
was held up last night because the 
Japanese delegate at Paris had not 
received instructions from his govern- 
ment. 

The plan, calling ‘for an interna- 
tional commission of inquiry, was 
presented at the first public council 
meeting in 18 days. 

Although there was some possibil- 
ity of upset, it was believed the Japa- 
nese would agree to the program at 
today’s meeting, thereby winding up 
the present phase of the League’s ef- 
forts to bring peace to Manchuria. 

Meanwhile, action and reports of 
impending action came from the Man- 
churian battlefront. 

Peiping announced two Chinese 
villages had been bombed by Japa- 
nese airmen. 

Shanghai reported Japan had de- 
termined to force the issue at Chin- 
chow and push the Chinese army 
south of the Great Wall. 

Tokyo, on the other hand, declared 
the Chinese were preparing a drive 
to the east from Chinchow. 

London heard that a group of 100 
bandits attacked Japanese police who 
were escorting five foreign newspaper 
correspondents to Kungtaipu, 20 miles 
west of Mukden.

| peace prize for 1931. 

| The award of $46,350 will be di- 
vided between them in recognition of 
their lifelong efforts in behalf of world 
peace. 

Announcement of the award was 
made in New York tonight by W. 
De Munthe Morgenstierne, consul gen- 
eral of Norway. Through the United 
Press Morganstierne released a cable 
which he had received from Oslo say- 
ing that Professor Stang, president 
of the Nobel committee of the Nor- 
wegian parliament, had announced the 
award today at a meeting of the Nobel 
institute in Oslo.

It was predicted in city hall cir-— 
cles that Alderman J. Charlie Mur- 
phy will be succeeded in the 1932 
council as chairman of the finance 
committee by Councilman James 
Leech Wells. Murphy is unopposed 
for the post of mayor pro tem., and 
for many years this honor has been 
construed to bar appointment to any 
major committee post. It is not con- 
templated that he is being relieved be- 
cause of the financial difficulties in 
which Atlanta finds itself, because of 
his strong stand for economies wher- 
ever possible. 

B. Graham West, city comptroller, 
said the meeting with the bankers 
Wednesday afternoon failed to pro- 
duce any definite, concrete results, 
but that John K. Ottley, president of 
the First National bank: Lane 
roung, vice president and executive 
manager of the Citizens & Southern 
National bank, and W. B. Spatin, vice 
president of.the Citizens & Southern, 
are disposed to help the city in any 
way possible, but that they must con- 
fer with legal advisers before commit- 
ting themselves to any plan. 


The city owes the banks about

One 
is to reduce personnel of various de- 
partments, bar public improvements 
and curtail expenses in any other way 
possible. A general culling of alloca- 
tions to various departments is ex- 
pected in the 1932 finance sheet.

‘ CLARKSBURG, w. Va., Dee. 9. 
: (P)—Sitting in the center of a bril- 
siantly lighted stage with the eyes 
of 1,200 spectators upon him, Harry 
P. today broke down and 
wept as he told of an. unhappy mat- 
ried life and blamed two mysterious 
strangers for the murder he is charged 
with committing and for which he is 
on trial. 

His marital difficulties extended 
over four years, he said, and led him 
to join a matrimonial bureau, to send 
his picture and impassioned love let- 
ters to many women, and finally to 

l on- some of his mail order sweet- 
hearts. : 

Both state and defense rested their 
cases during the day, and it was 
considered probabl® the jury would 
retire late tomorrow to decide whether 
the small town Casanova should be 
sent to the gallows for the first of 
the five killings he is charged with 
perpetrating in the subterranean 
death chambers of his windowless ga- 
rage—that of Mrs. Dorothy Pressler 
Lemke, divorcee, of Northboro, Mass.

The defendant, who pictures himself 
as a dashing cavalier in the love let- 
ters he sent around the country, told 
how Rogers showed him a matrimon- 
ial bureau list bearing the names of 
Mrs. Lemke and Mrs. Asta Buick 
Kicher, of Park Ridge, Ill., who was 
also slain and buried near the Quict 
Dell garage, along with her three chil- 
dren. 

He said Mrs. Lemke had asked him 
to take her on a vacation trip io 
Paris, Ill., to visit some friends, with 
a stop in West Virginia en route.

In her sworn statement late Wed- 
nesday night the Gann woman re- 
lated that she had been approached 
by Helen Davis, who told her she 
was a sister-in-law of Lee, and that 
the Davis woman told her that “Dailey 
was the man who killed Lichtenstein. 
I asked her how she knew and she 
said Dailey was a police pimp and 
that he was a buddy of Sturdivant’s 
and had put Lee on the spot so that 
Sturdivant could get him.” 

The affidavit continued: 

“Helen said, ‘Do you know what 
I would do if Dailey didn’t know me? 
And I asked her what she would do, 
and she said that she would frame 
him (Dailey). She then asked me if 
1 would frame him.” 

The method in which the alleged 
“framing” of Dailey was accomplish- 
ed then is described in the affidavit. 


Affidavit in Full. 


The affidavit, in full, follows: 

“Atlanta, Georgia. 

“Wednesday, December 9, 1931, 
7:50 p. m. 

“Voluntary statement of Mrs, Lu- 
cile Gann. Mrs. Gann states that 
this statement is made of her own free 
will and accord. She also states that 
she has not been mistreated in any 
way or promised anything in order to 
get this statement. 

“On either Sunday or Monday night 
of November 15 or 16 (Mrs. Gann 
isn’t positive which one of these days 
is correct), Helen Davis approached 
me in my room, No. 24, at the Lake- 
mont hotel, at 172 Spring street. 
Helen and I were talking about the 
Litchtenstein murder case and Helen 
told me that Lee was her brother-in- 
law, she having @arried Lee Bunch. 
Helen also state. that she married 
Bunch at the chain gang camp where 
he is serving a sentence for robbery 
of a poker game at the Robert Fulton 
hotel. Helen also stated to me that 
Lee Bunch was the brother of J. D. 
Lee, alias S. H. Compton, who has 
been sentenced to the electric chair 
for the murder of Lichtenstein. 

‘During the discussion of the case, 
Helen said that Lee wasn’t any more 
guilty than I was. And I asked her 
who she believed was guilty, and she 
said that Dailey was the man who kill- 
ed Lichtenstein, I asked her how she 
knew and she said that Dailey was 
a police pimp and that he was a 
buddy of Sturdivant’s and had put 
Lee on the spot so that Sturdivant 
could get him. She also said that 
Dailey killed his own brother and 
that a man who would do that would 
do anything. 

“Helen said: ‘Do you know what 
I would do if Dailey didn’t know me?’ 
I asked her what she would do and 
she said that she would frame him 
(Dailey). She then asked me if I 
would frame him. I asked her how? 
And she told me to tell Mr. Powell 
that I met Dailey on the night of

“Helen tried to get in touch with 
Mr. Powell and was unable to ‘reach 
him, She then called Mr. Russell. 
(who was one of Lee’s attorneys) and 
asked him to come to the hotel at 9 
o'clock Tuesday night, the 17th of 
November. .I made the statement to. 
him, as stated above. Mr, Russell 
then asked me to come to his office 
in the morning at 9 o'clock. I went 
to the Hurt building, where Mr. Rus- 
sell has his office and he started tak- 
ing my statement and decided that 
he did not feel well enough. So he 
asked me to come back the next morn- 
ing and let his stenographer take it. 

‘I didn’t go back. Helen was. with 
me when I went to Mr. Russell's of- 
fice. Mr. Russell told Helen to take 
show 
Dailey to me so that I would be sure 
and recognize him. After we left Mr. 
Russell’s office we went to the court- 
house and Helen asked some man to 
point out Dailey to her and he did 
and she in turn pointed him out to 
me.

Hoover-Mellon Tax Scheme 


Analyzed by Levy Expert 


In this article Secretary ,Mel- 
lon’s program, for increased tax- 
ation is analyzed ‘by Professor E. 
R. A. Seligman, distinguished au- 
thority on taxation, who has 
served as expert adviser on va- 
rious tax commissions. He is 
emeritus McVickar professor of 
politieal economy in residence at 
Columbia University.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—From the 
president’s message we learn that the 
total expenditures, including the post- 
office, will be approximately $5,000,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1932, and about $4, 500,000,000 in 
1933. We learn further that the 
deficit for 1931 will be about $1,000.,- 
000,000, that the expected deficit will 
be about $2,000,000,000 in 1932 and 

1,500,000,000 in 1933 or about 

4.500,000,000 for the three years, 

This, however, does. not include any 
possible readjustment of the allied 
debts which, 
the total deficit for the three years 
to about $5,000,000,000. 

From Secretary Mellon’s report we 
learn that the additional revenue to 
be expected from his tax proposals 
will reduce the deficit to somewhat 
less than $1,500,000, 000 in 1982 and 
to about $500,000,000 in 1933. These, 
when added to the existing deficit of | 
about $1,000,000,000 in 1931, 
the total expected deficit for the 
three years to $3,000,000,000 instead 
of $4,500,000,000, or, including the 
readjustiaent of allied debts, to 
$3,500,000,000. If the additional taxes 
vield, as estimated, about $1,333,333,- 
330 for this period it will mean that 
the remainder of the deficit of $2,000,- 
000,000 will have to come from loans, 

This outlook is perhaps to be criti- 
eized in that too much is expected 
from taxes and too little from loans. 
During the war the ratio of taxes to 


loans was about one to five. It is at

Open to Question. 

At all events it is seriously open to 
question whether it is proper to con- 
tinue the policy of retiring about 
$500,000,000 of bonds annually as the 
United States is doing at present. 

It is, of course, true that this is 
technically required by the sinking 
fund law, but Americans must not 
forget that during the prosperous 
years of the last decade much more 
of the debt was retired than was 
called for by the sinking fund law. 
lia it wise to observe the letter of the 
law at a time when such excessive 


‘now. 


burdens are to be imposed on the com- 


munify? 

Let us not forget the history of the 
| Civil War sinking fund. There also 
the law required an annual amortiza- 
tion of the debt and also during the 
prosperous years succeeding the war 
much more of the debt was retired 
than was called for by the sinking 
fund law. 

When, however, the crisis of 1873 | 
occurred, the various secretaries of | 
the treasury. with the consent of the | 
president and with the approbation of | 
the congressional committees, decided 
to consider the provisions of the sink- 
ing fund law as advisory rather than 
compulsory, and, during the lean 
years after 1873. they simply stopped 
paving off the debt. 

They also observed the spirit rather 
than the letter of the law and the 
consequence was that on the whole 
the debt was retired more- rapidly 
than had been originally . contem- 
plated. Why should not the plan which 
approved itself in America’s last great 
crisis be followed now? Why would 
it not be better to tax less and to 
borrow more? 

Coming then to 
posals of. Secretary Meéllon, 
be summarized under four heads: 

The income tax, the miscellaneous 
taxes, the inheritance tax, postal reve- 
nues, 

So far as the postal revenues-are 
concerned, there ought to be no ob- 
jection at all to the suggestion «that 
the prospective deficit of $150 1000,- 
000 ought to be wiped out. An in- 
crease on ‘letter postage to 3._eents 
would easily take care of this’ situa- 
tion. 

Coming then to the income tax, 
the change in the rate of the corpora- 
tion tax from 12 to 121-2 per cent

discussion. '..QOn the. other hand, the 
great increase in the rates of the per- 
sonal incdme.tax which are now made 
go back to’ the figures of 1924 seem 
to be unexeceptionable. Most of the 
burden is put in the higher brackets 
and only a comparatively small sac- 
rifice is called for in the. lower brack- 
ete. Other . graduations. of rates 
might possibly be suggested. but in 
the main, the recommendations are 
sound so far as they go. 

The only point that deserves serious 
questioning is the reduetion of the 
minimum of exemption to $1,000 for 
unmarried “and $2:500 for married 
persons.

gency like this everyone ought to do 
his share, but it must not be for- 
gotten: that it is precisely in a crisis 
like the present that incomes have 
been seriously reduced. Wages have 
fallen to such an extent and unem- 
ployment has ome so rife that 
hundreds of thousands, nay millions, 
of American citizens have been re- 
duced in their incomes to a figure 
ranging between $1,000 and $2,000. 

To ask these unfortunates to suffer 
an additional burden seems to be un- 
fair, especially when, as we shall see 
a little later, it could be avoided by 
a change in the general scheme of 
taxation. 

Coming in the next place to the 
miscellaneous taxes, it must be said 
that on the whole they have been 
chosen with relative discrimination. 
Unless indirect taxes of some kind 
are utilized the rates on the. direct 
taxes would have to be _ excessive. 
Moreover, the taxes that have been 
chosen are generally far better than 
the so-called nuisance taxes or taxes 
on consumption that were levied dur- 
ing the World War. 

The suggestions, it will be remem- 
bered, are that additional revenues 
should be raised from tobacco taxes, 
from taxes on automobiles, from 
stamp duty on realty, from additional 
taxes on capital stock and on thea- 
ter admissions, as well as from taxes 
'on telegraph, telephone and radio mes- 
sages. 

The first point that strikes one 
here is that if prohibition were not 
in force, the taxes on liquor would 
have rendered unnecessary not only 
all these miscellaneous taxes, but all 
the other tax proposals of Secretary 
Mellon. The United States has vol- 
untarily abandoned what is the great- 
est fiscal resource of virtually every 
country in the world. 

Mellon Fights Estate. 

We come finally to the inheritance 
or the estate tax. Here we meet with 
the inveterate and ingrained . opposi- 
tion of Secretary Mellon. It is well 
known that he has always’ been 
fundamentally opposed in principle to 
the inheritance tax, differing in this 
respect, it will be remembered, from 
Mr. Carnegie, who much preferred the 
inheritance tax to the income tax. 
Secretary Mellon is now willing to 
make a small concession and recom- 
mends that the rate of the inheritance 
tax be increased to a maximum of 25 
per cent. 


When it is recalled that the law of | 
1924 imposed a maximum tax of 40| 


per cent and that the rates of inheri- 
tance taxes abroad have now for a 
long time risen to a maximum of 50 
per cent, 60 per cent, 75 per cent and 
even as in France to 98 per cent, it 
will be seen how moderate are the 
suggestions of Secretary Mellon. 

Summing up the entire matter it 
may be said that the proposals of Sec- 
retary Mellon, while in the main ad- 
mirable, are to be criticized in the 
following four points: 

First, more ought to be raised from

Sighting a $4,442,000,000 deficit for 
the government in three years of oper- 
ation, President Hoover today recom- 


mended higher taxes to con 

In his third annual budget measure 
he said: 

“We: cannot maintain public confi- 
dence nor stability of the federal gov- 
ernment without undertaking some 
temporary tax increases.’ 

For the 1933 fiseal year, beginning 
next July, he estimated $3,942,754,614 
will be needed to run the government. 
Appropriations for this year were 
$52.271,920 more than that. 

The president concluded with an 
emphatic warning against either con- 
gressional, private or organization ac- 
tivities toward. an increase “in the 
drain upon public finances.” 

Proteetion of the financial integrity 
of the Washington government, he 
called *“‘a necessary factor in the re- 
building of a sound national pros- 
perity.” 

Treasury Deficit. 

The tremendous deficit figure he 
used was arrived at by adding the 
$902,000,000 unfavorable balance for |‘ 
the last year to a $2,123,000,000 one 
expected this year, and an estimated 
$1,417.000,000 deficit in 1983. He left 
it to Secretary Mellon to outline the 
administration tax plan. 

Balancing the budget for-the pres- 
ent year being out of the question, 
Mr. Hoover wrote: 

“We should endeavor by increase of 
taxes and rigid curtailment of expen- 
ditures to balance the budget for the 
next fiscal year except to the extent 
of the amount required for statutory 
debt retirements. We should assure 
its balance, including statutory debt 
retirements, for the fiscal year fol- 
lowing. 

“I recommend that congress provide 
for an increase in taxation for a defi- 
nite limited period and upon the gen- 
eral plan of taxation which existed 
under the revenue act of 1924 with 
such changes as may be appropriate 
in the light of altered conditions, ... 

“It is proposed that this increase 
shall be definitely terminated in two 
years from next July. This plan, it is 
estimated, will realize $920,000,000 
next year and thus meet the above 
conditions of balancing the budget 
for the fiscal year 1933 except for the 
statutory debt retirement. It would 
balance the budget including debt re- 
tirement in the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1933. It would provide about 
for the current year, 
leaving us with the necessity of bor- 
rowing an amount which will repre- 
sent a net increase in the public debt 
by about $1,320,000,000. 

Nation’s Experience. 

“The plan of approximately re-en- 
acting the revenue act of 1924 has the 
great advantage that the government 
is equipped by experience with similar 
legislation for its systematie and eco- 
nomical collection. The public has paid 
such taxes in the past and has found 
them not intolerable. and has found 
that they do not prevent increased 
prosperity. By providing a’ definite 
date for termination of the tempo- 
rary increase it will allow taxpayers 
to look forward to definite relief. 

“I fyrther recommend. that ngress 
inquire into the eebbionaie fect of 
the provisions of the present law re- 
lating to capital gains and losses.”

The secretary of the treasury— 
backed by President Hoover—recom- 
mended the plan to take effect next 
month and terminate in June, 1934. 
With $1,300,000,000 to be raised by 
it in the coming 18 months, he term- 
ed the legislation necessary to meet 
“a veal emergency.’ 

“It must not be. forgotten,” Mellon 
wrote, “that the very ability of the 
government to borrow depends upon 
the conviction .on the. part of pur- 
chasers and holders of government 
obligations that the proper. relation- 
ship between expenditures and re- 
ceipts will be maintained. I am con- 
fident that increased taxation, clear- 
ly necessitated by emergency condi- 
tions, will meet the supporting re- 
sponse of our citizens to the needs 
of the government.” 

Intergovernmental Debts. 

Secretary Mellon disclosed he soon 
will submit a bill for approval of the 
Hoover moratorium on intergovern- 
mental debts. Among other recom- 
mendations in his annual report was 
one that, in accordance with the 
president’s idea, congress allow the 
treasury $100,000,000 for further 
subscriptions to the federal land 
banks. 

He renewed the administration 
suggestion that trade-area branch 
banking be adopted for national banks 
as “a “solution, in a large measure, 
of our present banking difficulties,” 
He challenged arguments that bank- 
ing should be confined to political “or 
other existing artificial boundaries 
rather than to its natural economic 
lines.” 

The added taxes would begin on 
passage of the bill. As to incomes, 
the following scale would be in force 
for payments next March: 

Now 11-2 per cent on net income 
up to $4,000, up to 2 per cent. 

oo paying 3 per cent on the sec- 
ond $4,000, up to 4 per cent. 

Paying 5 per cent on net income 
above $38,000, up to G per cent. 

Scale of Surtaxes. 

Surtaxes would start at 1 per cent 
on incomes between $100,000 and 
$200,000 and reach 40 per cent on 
incomes in excess of $500,000. 

“Personal exemption for heads of 
families would be decreased $1,000, 
becoming $2,500. ‘The single person 
exemption would be reduced $500, 
becoming $1,000. For each dependent 
$400 exemption would be allowed. 

The earned income provision of 
present Jaw, under which 25 per eent 
of the tax is credited, would be con- 
tinued. 

A half per cent would-be added to 
the 12 per cent corporation levy of 
now, and the $3,000 exemption provi- 
sion eliminated. It was estimated 
this would bring in $87,000,000 by 
the end of next fiscal year. 

The recommendations on miscel- 
laneous taxes were: “An increase of 
one-sixth in the present rates on to- 
bacco manufactures and products ex- 
cept cigars; an increase of 1 cent in 
the existing stamp tax upon sales or 
transfers of capital stock; extension 


“lof the present tax on admissions 


through the reduction of the present 
exemption to 10 cents; a tax on manu- 
facturers’ sales of automobiles, trucks 
and accessories at 5, 3 and 21-2 per 
cent, respectively; a stamp tax on 
couveyances of realty of 50 cents for 
each $500 of value in excess of $100; 
a tax of 5 per cent on manufacturers’ 
sales of radio and phonograph equip- 
ment and accessories; a stamp tax of 
2 cents on each check and draft; and 
a tax on telephone, telegraph, cable 
and radio messages of 5 cents for 
charges in the amount in excess of 
50 cents.” 

The secretary estimated the 1931- 
33 period, under present circum- 
stances, would see a $4,440,000,000 
deficit and the public debt lifted 
$3,250,000,000 

Objectives Outlined. 

He set up these three objectives for 
the legislation: 

Substantially to reduce this fiscal 
year’s deficit. 

Provision of adequate revenue to 
meet current expenses next year. 

To balance the budget for the 1934 
fiscal period. 

No specific postal rate increase was 
proposed. Mr. Mellon only asked that 
it be sufficient to return $150,000,- 
000 more annually, to offset the post- 
office deficit. 

At the same time he seconded Presi- 
dent Hoover’s warning agaist in- 
creased federal obligations, in these 
words: 

“Additional expenditures for ob- 
jects in themselves most. meritorious 
should be judged in the. light of the 
further burd . which they would place 
upon the economy of the nation and 
upon the public credit at a time of 
unusual difficulty. 

“The taxpayer is asked to assume 
a large additional burden. He is en- 
titled to know that the government 
on its part is so conducting its busi- 
ness as not to demand of him any- 
thing more than is actually necessary. 
The government is not an entity apart 
from the life of the people and it has 
no money to spend except what it 
gets from the pockets of the people. 
The .treasury can not of itself create 
funds. Whatever it spends must be 
obtained either through taxation or’ 
through the sale of government securi- 
ties, and the securities in the end 


must be redeemed by taxes. There is /- 


a limiti.to the extent. to which the! 
government, under our social-and eco- 
nomic structure, may wisely divert 
funds from private employment fo gov- 
ernmental use. hen we take into 
consideration the mounting bu 
state and local taxes, it is no exag- 
geration to say that we are y Sageeeey 
ing that limit.”

Proof of the diplomatic ability

Editor's Note — Charles Natcett, 
euphemistically called William for eu- 
phony, is the bridge-playing butler to the 
Ely Culbertsons, who will resume their 
150-rubber challenge match with Sidney 
Lenz and Oswald Jacoby tonight. As 
butler, he occupies at the moment an 
enviable position in the bridge world— 
from which, while changing ash trays 
and performing sundry duties, he can 
see as they are played the hands held 
in the bridge ‘‘battle of the century’’ 
and observe the players. With special 
permission from his employers, he has 
written the following-story for the Asso- 
clated Press.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—(4)—Not 
meaning to be disrespectful to Mr.

Ernest is considerably smaller than 
I am—lI’m six feet in stocking feet— 
and he takes a different view on most 
everything, so it isn’t especially sig- 
nificant. 

So far as the hotel service is con- 
cerned, the captain is the most impor- 
tant of all the many reporters and 
experts covering the match. As soon 
as a deal is over, Ernest whispers the 
result to one of his waiters in the hall. 
The waiter takes it to the nearest 
bellhop and the bellhop rushes it to 
the elevator boy. Within a few sec- 
onds, Ernest tells me, the news is 
down in the boiler room. 

There’s one ping Ernest and I 
agree on perfectly. We don't believe 
good bridge can be played when there’s 
any drinking going on, and I’m glad 
to say I’ve never been called upon 
to carry a drink to a bridge table since 
I’ve been the Culbertson butler. 

I rather like Mr. Jacoby as a bridge 
player. He is quick and he plays his 
cards safe, and, while I still don't 
want to be disrespectful to Mr. Lenz, 
he seems to me a little erratic and 
uncertain in the play. 

I'd like to place a bet on the out- 
come, but I can’t get Ernest to take 
the Lenz end of it, even with odds, 
and Ernest says he can’t raise a wager 
anywhere in the hotel. Ewerybody 
wants to bet on Mr. Culbertson. 

So far, of course. Mr. Lenz and 
Mr. Jacoby are a little in the lead—it 
doesn’t mean a thing.

The heart of the plan worked out

When I say medical colleague I don’t 
mean trick healer or shortcut “d 
tor.” I mean a regular physician. 
When I say colleague I don’t mean 
any quack or obscure or shady prac- 
titioner; I mean a doctor of medicine 
of good professional standing. 

Incidentally I believe it would be 
for the good of the order if many of 
the orthodox would cut down their 
cigar bills and subscribe to one or two 
good medical journals and look them 
over now and then and learn what's 
going on in medicine. This applies 
especially to the orthodox who have 
such rackets as “clinics” to help them 
bamboozle the grand old public, the 
wisacre public, 

In the same talk, September 22, I 
said I am not yet prepared to give 
correspondents the names of physi- 
cians who are using the ambulant or 
injection treatment for hernia, but 
that I expected to have a list of 
names before very long. 

Well, my list at present is not by 
any means complete, but I do know 
of a good man here and there about 
the country who is qualified to give 
this treatment, and I shall be glad to 
name the nearest physician I know 
for correspondents who seek this 
treatment.

In a world where money is the goal cf every 
man’s striving, the assumption is that possession of money :ffords proof 
of superiority. But fools inherit money, the fortunate find it and knaves 
steal it. Great wealth is possessed by men who are superior only in 
their ability to evade the law? while men truly great die poor because 
their lives were devoted to unselfish service. 

The one aristocracy based on reason and justice is that of achieve- 
ment. | 
Napoleon founded one, but promptly prostituted it to win the sup- 
port of mediocre men necessary to his schemes of empire. His Legion 
of Honor now includes mén who qualify only as a legion. 

But the idea is sound. The rule of the superior is right. The glory 
of Greece was the genius of a few men surrounded by nonentities and 
half-breed slaves. The national history of any generation is the biogra- 
phy of a superior man, 

The best governed of small nations gives an extra vote to university 
graduates. Kk it right that a stupid and shiftless bum should have a 
voice in government equal to that of an Edison? 

Superior men will rule in any case. Why not recognize the truth, 


and give every man incentive to win power by proving his right to it?

“After the game was opened up in 
1906,” Mr. Heisman said, “there was 
an immediate decrease in deaths and 
injuries. I had played and coached 
through the periods of flying wedges, 
V rushes, tackles and guards back 
and other forms of mass momentum 
which did so much of the damage 
then. Deaths and injuries are caused 
by collision, by impact after momen- 
tum. 

“T have noticed recently a partial 
return to the old order in the form of 
massed interference thrown in front 
of the runner. In addition to the in- 
terfering halfbacks we have running 
guards and now and then an interfer- 
ing tackle. 

This means that four or five 
men, under full steam, can 
thrown against a tackle or an 
end, and the defensive player, 
under this terrific impact. 
often left groggy or badly hurt. 
And it is the groggy player who 
is usually the victim of a later 
thrust. 

Briefly, we have gotten back in a 
slightly different form to massed fly- 
ing interference thrown at a tackler. 


Heisman’s Cure. 


“IT know it will be impossible,” Mr. 
Heisman continued, “to replace our 
football system with the English rug- 
by idea, where no interference is al- 
lowed in front of the runner, who 
must depend upon skillful lateral and 
backward passing to carry the ball. 
But there are few serious injuries 
in rugby and it demands even more 
speed. I still believe in a certain 
form of interference. 

“My idea is to stop guards and 
tackles or any forwards from leading 
to lead the interference. 
Leave that to the other backs. Make 
it so only backfield men can ever keep 
ahead of the ball as interferers. 

“How are we to make up for 
this loss of power on attack? By 
developing the lateral and back- 
ward passing game to a greater 
extent, as in rugby. There must 
be some reward for a backward 
pass completed beyond the line of 
scrimmage, such as the granting 
of a first down. The kick-off 
must either go or be reformed, as 
the impact here is harder than 
usual.” 

Mr, Heisman is former president of 
the Football Coaches’ Association. He 
is one of the keenest students of foot- 
ball the sport has known, and one of 
the most advanced thinkers connected 
with the game. His suggestions for 
lessening injuries, offered here, are 
sure to receive full consideration from 
the next rules committee that meets 
to take up this important problem of 
curbing massed interference and less- 
ening impact.

Study of Markets 
For Cotton Goods 
Will Be Conducted 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—4)—More 
and better ways of marketing cotton 
goods will be sought in an intensive 
study of distributional facilities that 
began today under the auspices of 
Textile Foundation, in Washington. 

The committee on distribution of 
the Association of Cotton Textile 
Merchants of New York has been en- 
larged into a special advisory com- 
mittee so that “every advantage and 
facility” may be available for the 
proposed research. 

Walter S. Brewster, of the Cotton 
Textile Merchants’ Association, is 
chairman of the advisory body. Its 
members include three others from the 
same organization, Leavelle McCamp- 
bell, Robert T. Stevens and William 
EK. Winchester; Harry L. Bailey and 
G. Edward Buxton, of the Cotton 
Textile Institute, Inc.; Fessenden S&S, 
Blanchard, of the National Associa- 
tion of Cotton Manufacturers; George 
S. Harris, of the American Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association; George 
Hussey, of the Textile Brokers’ Asso- 
ciation; Henry G. F. Lauten, of the 
Textile Converters’ Association; W. 
I.. Pierce. of the National Associa- 
tion of Finishers of Cotton Fabrics. 

The original committee on distri- 
bution began last spring a preliminary 
survey of problems of textile distri- 
bution. The larger body, it was ex- 
plained, “promises the full co-opera- 
tion of all interests and insures a re- 
port of great value and wide appli- 
cation.” ; 

Dr. Melvin T. Copeland, professor 
of marketing of the Harvard Univer- 
sity graduate school of business ad- 
ministration, will be in charge of the 
survey. He had been closely affili- 
ated with textile marketing problems 
for years. both here and abroad. 

In 1919, Dr. Copeland was secre- 
tary of the research committee of the 
National Council of Cotton Manufae 
turers. In 1920, he started a com- 
parative study of the operating ex- 
penses of department stores, which 
has continued since. In 1926, he su- 
pervised a study of the distribution of 
textiles.

Having given Atlanta and its vicin- 
ity a taste of real wintry weather 
Tuesday night and Wednesddy, the 
elements today promised milder treat- 
ment for this area, according to the 
outlook made public by C. F. von 
Herrmann, official weather observer.

Today’s weather will be consider- 
ably warmer and the rain that has 
drenched the city during the last sev- 
eral days will cease, the forecaster 
predicted, While the range in tem- 
peratures during the 24-hour period 
ended Wednesday night was from a 
low of 31 to a maximum of 41, to- 
day’s readings should be much higher, 
according to Mr. von Herrmann. | 

The downpour ef cold, sleety rain 
Tuesday and Wednesday did much to 
relieve drouth conditions in the local 
area, as well as over the rest of the 
south, reports from outlying sections 
stated. Particularly was this true in 
Gedrgia, where rivers and smaller 
streams that for months had been 
almost dry once more were flowing 
at normal levelg. South Georgia par-

NEW CONSTITUTION 


MADRID, Dec. 9.—(”)—Spain's 
new constitution was formally adopt- 
ed by the national assembly tonight 
and the members prepared to elect a 
constitutional president for the young 
republic. 


It was accepted as a yirtual cer- 
tainty that Don Niceto Altala Zam- 
ora, first provisional president after 
the overthrow of the monarchy, would 
be elected president by the assembly 
tomorrow. Plans were under way for 
his inauguration Friday. 

As Alcala Zamora removed his card 
from the seat which he has been oc- 
cupying as deputy in the assembly, 
his fellow members speculated on the 
next probable cabinet. Certain quar- 
ters indicated leaders had agreed on 
a coalition cabinet, probably headed 
by Don Miguel Azana, present provi-' 
sional president, as premier. ° 


The constitution, which already had 

n approved by the assembly, was 
adopted finally after 103 days of de- 
bate. It transforms completely che 
Spanish system of government. The 
official vote was given as 368 in fa- 
vor of the document out of 466 mem- 
bers. The other 98 members in the .- 
chamber abstained from roting. 

Eleven conatitutiéns previously have 
been handed down to the Spanish peo- 
ple since the invasion of the Bona- 
partes in 1808, but the new instru- 
ment was described by its framers as 
coming from the soil, whereas the oth- 
ers represented the wishes of crowned 
heads, military dictators or restricted 
‘groups of aristocrats.

hopeful endeavor.”

KANE DISMISSAL PLEA 
OVERRULED BY JUDGE

HAMPTON. Va,, Dec. 9.—()—The 
domestic life of Professor and Mrs. 
Elisha Kent Kane was termed a 
“madhousé” by relatives of Mrs. Kane, 
who testified today as state witnesses 
in the professor's trial on charges of 
drowning his wife in Chesapeake bay. 

The state rested after presenting 
testimony of domestic difficulties and 
witnesses who claimed to have seen 
the tragedy at Grandview Beach from 
afar. The defense immediately moved 
to dismiss the case on the grounds

overruled the motion. 

Although allowed to present testi- 
| mony of relatives that Kane was a 
harsh and cruel husband, who boast- 
‘ed of his atheism, kept his wife in 
| constant fear of him and made. no 
secret of “affairs” with other wom- 
en, Judge Spratley ruled inadmissi- 
ble letters which the prosecution had 
indicated might play an important 
part in the trial. 

Judge Spratley held defense 
grounds well taken that the letters 
involved a third party, who was not 
a witness and who could not be cross- 
examined. Defense attorneys contend- 
ed that the letters contained state- 
ments <n ae! made by Kane in a 
letter which did not make plain by or 
to whom it was written. 

The detendant was assailed as a 
“nowerful man and a bullying brag- 
gart’’ by Mrs. W. H. Graham, wife 
of Mrs. Kane’s brother, who described 
the Kane home when they lived at 
Chapel Hill, N. C., as a “madhouse.” 
She said he made his wife miserable 
with blasphemy and took delight in 
treating her brutally.
